QUESTION: 
Dear Dr. Greenstone, Is there a set of 
guidelines a parent can use in raising children in today s 
world? 
DEAR READER, Many people talk about the ways to 
raise children, arid some even say that there is little that can 
be done with the kids today. Raising children in this fast and 
changing world is not a simple matter. The development of 
children, and the problems presented within a family 
suggests that we must look at the situation from different 
vantage points. 
It is possible to raise children in today’s world who are 
healthy. Emotional health however is not a magical term. It 
is not something that a child either has or does not have 
when he is born. As a product of an ongoing process that 
begins at birth, such things as the demonstrated skills, love, 
affection, security, consistency, and the general concern 
that a parent shows his offspring, really determines how the 
child will turn out. 
A child begins life in total dependence, and at first his 
world is little more than his mother. Even from this very 
early age, we provide in a significant way for the child s 
mental health. I think that many people underestimate the 
importance of the very early years. Often parents feel that a 
child must be able to walk and to talk before he can be 
guided, or before understanding and sensitivity are im­ 
portant in his life. We say, “Oh, he doesn’t understand,” or, 
“He’ll forget all about this,” or, “He took it okay.” It is very 
important to note that, although words may be beyond the 
little one, the feelings and attitudes reflected by the words 
and actions of his parents are certainly not beyond his un­ 
derstanding. Furthermore, the little tyke may know and feel 
much more than that for which we would like to give him 
credit. The young infant may make certain long lasting 
interpretations of the world that he has entered based chi his 
initial contacts and feelings of either security or insecurity 
with his parents. 
Structure in a child’s environment is another area that is 
really more necessary than one might think. But, avoid 
extremes. The rigid, never bending, inflexible attitude in the 
home is just as bad as one in which chaos continually runs 
rampant. Moreover, the child needs certain ideas or at­ 
titudes or times that he can depend on to be the same, time 
after time. Consider the example of the regular bedtime 
hour. A certain hour that is set for going to bed can be 
planned for by the child in his own way. He not only can rely 
on it, but can also adjust to his feelings concerning going to 
bed. A kid who finds a thousand things to do just before 
bedtime, may be trying hard to find ways of avoiding that 
dark, scarey place that his room becomes when the lights go 
out. A set time toward which the child can work and prepare, 
knowing that then the lights must be turned out is much 
easier to relate to, than some ambiguous schedule which 
varies, is uncertain, and which can be avoided by devious 
ploys. The child who is able to “out-fox” his parents may in 
fact feel insecure, rather than particularly masterful over 
his achievement. 
Giving guidance and direction to the lives of children is 
another problem that often plagues parents. Many parents 
are afraid to push too hard. Many do not know where to push, 
and still others do not push at all. If a child could completely 
determine his own course of action anyway, parents would 
indeed be an unneeded commodity. Children, in their at­ 
tempts to deal with life, look to parents for examples. In fact, 
children may learn more by the examples that their parents 
set for them, than by all of the lectures and hours spent 
trying to “teach them to do the right thing. 
Intervention 
and mediation by parents is usually necessary throughout a 
child’s life. Reality indicated that Mom and Dad are needed. 
They are needed to bridge the many gaps that are present in 
the child’s ability to cope with his world, and in the ex­ 
perience necessary to master his own life.

Sherman promises to be Plano’s toughest challenger to 
date for the district laurels. The Bearcats post a 5-1 season 
record, only bettered among district team s by Plano at 6-0. 
Both team s are 3-0 in district play and they jointly lead 
nearest competition by one game in the standings, R L. 
Turner at 2-1. 
Sherman has never beat the Plano Wildcats; they have 
played since 1972 and Plano is the only team to have kept the 
Bearcats from seeing the throneroom. 
This year’s contest proves to be a “shootout” of true, 
genuine meaning. The winner of Friday’s 8 p.m. gam e will 
undoubtedly have an inside track to the 1975 district 
championship. 


Youth Vs. Veterans 


Sherman will be coming at Plano with a lineup studded 
with sophomores. But unlike most sophomores, they play 
like seasoned letterm en. 
There is Randy Wessinger at quarterback, Eddie Wright 
at fullback and Jim m y Turner at flanker. 
Wessinger was the starting quarterback as a freshm an for 
the Bearcats and proved himself worthy of the distinction. 
This year he has thrown 50 passes, completed 21 for 292 
yards. 
Wessinger is also a running QB. 46 carries for 169 yards. 
Then there is Wright, who has been hurt the past two 
weeks with a pinched nerve in his leg, but has played. At 
fullback, Wright has carried 98 times for 682 yards, an 
average per carry of 6.9 yards. Wright has scored nine 
touchdowns. 
The twosome of Wright and Wessinger played heavily in 
holding Plano to a 27-14 win one year ago. 
“They are good ones,’’ Coach Clark said. “They both play 
well.
